Both at home and abroad it 
should be made emphatically clear 
that when the President signed the 
“Declaration by United Nations” 
here in Washington last week he 
had already received from Congress 
authority for the pledges he made. 

He pledged the United States “to 
employ its full resources, military 
or economic, against those members 
of the tripartite pact and its ad- 
herents with which” this govern- 
ment is at war. In its three war 
resolutions against Japan, Germany 
and Italy, Congress had already 
“authorized and directed” him “to 


employ the entire naval and mili- | 


tary forces of the United States and 
the resources of the government,” 
and Congress had itself already 
pledged “all the resources of the 
country.” The President, further- 
more, gave a pledge that this gov- 
ernment would not make “a sepa- 
rate armistice or peace with the 
enemies.”
